Just as the price 
of a .tock goes down when the stock 
is offered in greater supply on the 
stock market tnan there is demand to 
take the offerings. ..ere are various 
an. wverse factors that govern the 
supply and qaemand on both stoci/ 
or currency on any markct.

The butcher passes this on to his produce mer- 
chant, and this produce merchant, buying largely from the 
farmer, passes this ten dollars back to the farmer, from 
whom it originally came. Thus it has, in its ramblings 
among the home town people, served many useful purposes 


and yet it is still in the community to again serve.

PULLETS AND THEIR 
WINTER QUARTERS 

In order to obtain the greatest po.- 
sible returns from the pullet flock, 
two of the most essential things are: 
good healthy, vigorous stock and 
It #, during 
the “winter months that the greater 
profits are made because of the high- 
er. price of eggs. 

Before placing the pullets in their 
winter quarters, a certain amount of 
culling is necessary. Only the 
strong, vigorou. individuals should be 
kept. These pullets should be al- 
deep bodies 
before being forced for egg-produc- 
tion. Through experiments conduct- 
ed at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lennoxville, it has been 
found that extreme early maturity 
tends to result in underweight bodies, 
small egg!., ruptured egg yolks, low- 
ered production and early molting. 
Reducing the protein in the ration of 
the pullets, which tend to develop 
too rapidly, will aid in producing 
heavier bodies, with larger eggs and 
more sustained production. 

If the quarters where the pullets 
are to be placed have been previously 
used, they \hould be thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected. A good 
strong solution of one of the coal tar 
disinfectant preparations, a great 
many of which are on the market, 
can be used for this purpose. An 
excellent paint to apply to the roost) 
and nest. boxes is composed of one 
part crude carbolic or Black Leaf 40, 
to four parts of old crank case oil. 
Eight to ten inches of good clean 
litter should be put on the floor and 
sufficient litter put in neLts to pre- 
vent the birds from breaking eggs. 
If dropping boards are used, they 
should be cleaned every morning and 
lime or sawdust sprinkled over the 
boards to make cleaning eaier. 
Plenty of fresh, clean water should 
be supplied continually, and dry 
mash, grit and shell should be before 
the birds at all times. Such green 
food as kale, cabbage, mangle, fine- 
cut clover, alfalfa or spouted oats 
should be supplied during the winter 
months. 

The pullets should be handled very 
carefully, when being placed in their 
winter. quarters and feed changes 
made gradually. Through experl- 
ments conducted at this Station, it 
has been found that a sudden change 
from the growing mash, which the 
birds received while on range, to the 
laying mash which they receive when 
placed in winter quarters will cause a 
molt, thus detaining egg production 
for a period of eight to twelve weeks.

But some persons 
over compensate, A case is cited of

In converting the petroleum 
into kerosene and other useful sub- 
stances, they extracted a rather ex- 
plosive fluid, for which there was 
practically no market. They even 
had trouble in throwing it away. 
They poured it on,.ne ground, and 
into rivers. Frequenty it caught fire. 
At one time the Deleware River was 
aflame for three miles. 

Forbidden to dump the liquid, refin- 
ers did not know what to do with it.

It is gaso- 
line. 

Just as dramatic as the story of 
oil and gasoline is that of platinum. 
Although it was never a nuisance, 
this material, which today is far 
more precious than silver or gold, 
has shot through an amazing range 
of values. 

In the days when it was cheap, 
“suckers” were sometimes victimized 
by being sold “gold bricks” that were 
only gold plated, the insides being 
blocks of platinum.

Just what a ten dolar bill which a farmer spends in his 
home town may accomplish? Let ‘is follow it around. 
Probably the dry goods merchant gets it first. He passes 
it on to the hardware merchant in payment of an account. 
The hardware merchant pays it in wages to one of his 
employees. This employee pays it to his landlady, who 
pays a grocery bill with it. ‘The grocer can then pay his 
butcher. . The butcher passes this on to his produce mer- 
chant, and this produce merchant, buying largely from the 
farmer, passes this ten dollars back to the farmer, from 
whom it originally came. Thus it has, in its ramblings 
among the home town people, served many useful purposes 


and yet it is still in the community to again serve. 


That ten dollar bill is gone for good. It may serve to

build up the large city elsewhere. But so far as the home 
community is concerned its usefulness is at an end, and the 
community has been drained of. just that much working 


capital.

‘| cleaning up their corn fields more 
thoroughly than ever. Some growers 
have the idea that the borer has been 
beaten. They are wrong. The borer 
will never be beaten. The best that 
the farmers:can do is to keep the 
‘borer so closely under control that 
the damage from this pest will be as 
small as possible.
